Jlis Excellency, Washington Bartlett, Gov­ 
ernor of California—S ir : A nother fiscal 
year having ended, we are pleased to hand 
you herewith a report of our transactions 
ibr that period. 
This volume closes the tw enty-ninth re­ 
port made by this Society, and it is highly 
gratifying to us to be able to stare that the 
am ount of business transacted by the Soci­ 
ety has increased in an enormous ratio 
since the first report was issued. This re­ 
port contains the usual statistical m atter, a 
full Teview of our finances, several able pa­ 
pers by distinguished citizens upon the 
prosperity and future outlook of the State, 
as well as the tabulated transactions of the 
fourteen District A gricultural Associations 
under control of the State. 
ANNUAL EXHIBITIONS. 
Our object being to encourage the culti­ 
vation of the soii, the development of all 
the agricultural resources of the State, and 
to foster every brunch of mechanical anu 
household arts calculated to increase the 
happiness of home life, as well as m ining 
and m ining interests, our annual exhibi­ 
tions are each year held to this end, and are 
taken part in bv the practical promoters of 
the industries above referred to. 
Our exhibition of 188G was satisfactory 
in all respects ; the activity shown by ex­ 
hibitors in all the departm ents was most 
encouraging. 
Our 
space 
at ihe Fark 
grounds is not now sufficient to furnish all 
who apply with the room required. 
The stock-breeding interest is fast assum­ 
ing such proportions that a removal from 
our present location to one that will give 
U3 a much larger area wherein to accom­ 
modate the continued increase for years to 
come is in the near future necessary. 
Increased spate is likewise necessary at 
the exposition building, as that now occu­ 
pied by the m achinery departm ent is far 
from being sufficient to accommodate all 
applicants. 
The Society is anxious to do all possible 
to further the inter, sts of all the industries 
of the State, as will be seen by reference to 
the annual premium list, which will com­ 
pare, in point of completeness, with any 
issued by a sim iliar institution. 
The breeders of live-stock, as well as in­ 
ventors of modern m achinery, and m echan­ 
ical arts, fully realize that the only proper 
way to bring their products to the attention 
of the public is by a practical exhibition at 
such places, where the people may view 
them without fear of being solicited to pur­ 
chase. 
This institution is not m aintained for the 
sale of articles upon display, during the 
exhibition; its purpose is to simply aid in 
bringing out the resources of the State, and 
to enable the producer to show the quality 
of the products of his labor. 
We contend 
that at an exhibition of this character, 
where the people have an opportunity to 
exam ine the improved breeds of live stock, 
the many new mechanical contrivances, as 
well as the products of the soil, w ithout be­ 
ing importuned to purchase, they are better 
qualified 
to 
select 
that 
which 
is 
adapted 
to 
their 
wants. 
Take 
the 
entries 
in 
the 
live-stock 
departm ent 
and note the increase ol foreign exhibit­ 
ors. They come from the Eastern and 
Middle States to exhibit their stock at the 
State Fair of California, for the very reason 
they are sure to have their stock seen by 
the breeders of our State, and duriDg the 
ten days they are located here the stcek- 
raiser and firm er who wishes to improve 
the breed of his stock is enabled to fully 
exam ine into the qualities of the various 
breeds and select tfie one best adapted to 
the sections of the country wherein he re­ 
sides. 
A prom inent breeder aptly rem arked to 
a member of this Hoard “ that the State 
Fair was the best place in the State to ad­ 
vertise 
your stock and 
find 
out its 
worth.’’ 
It is the same in each depart­ 
m ent of our exhifciton. 
The inducements offered by the Society 
bring the articles for exhibition, and that 
fact known to the consumer insures us of 
h ii presence also. Hence we say that insti­ 
tutions of this character are ofinestlm able 
value to the people of the State, and it ¡3 a 
satisfaction to know that California is pos­ 
sessed of the right spirit in m aintaining 
such institutions that tend to increase iter 
already prosperous condition. 
Governor Stoneman in his last message 
truthfully says ; “ A State that can show a 
production annually of twenty to forty 
million 
bushels 
of 
wheat, 
fifteen to 
eigh'cen million gallons of wine, thou­ 
sands of ions of fruit, eight to ten million 
pounds of woo1, 500.000 boxes of raisins, 
and whose citrus fruits are the admiration 
of all, m ust be prosperous.’’ 
And we would say that institutions such 
as this are necessary to bring to notice 
those varied products of the State, and we 
know that m uch has been accomplished in 
that respect by the annual exhibitions of 
tb it society. 
The increased interest taken in onr ex­ 
hibitions is quite noticeable, as will be seen 
by reference to the receipts and disburse­ 
ments in 1880 and those o( 1886. In the 
former year they were iu Eggregate $40.­ 
472 59. In 1886 they amounted to $72,460 48, 
and the reports show this to be a gradual 
increase each year since 1880. 
In the first departm ent—live stock—the 
total am ount of prem ium s awarded in 1880 
were $4.139 50; in 1886 they were $6,0S9 75. 
In 1880 the total am ount of awards made 
in all of the other departments combined 
were $2,362 in cash and $702 in silverw are; 
in 1886 they were $5,835 50 cash and $92258 
in silverware, exclusive of $472 75 awarded 
in special prem ium s for specific purposes, 
making the total am ount of premium s 
paid in 1880 $13.370 58, as against $7.203 50 
in 1880, showing an increase of $U,1G7 08 in 
six years. 
Our list of premiums is now divided into 
nine 
departments, 
viz : 
First depart­ 
ment, livestock; second departm ent, agri­ 
cultural machinery and im plem ents: third 
departm ent, textile fabrics ; fonrth depart­ 
m ent, mechanical products; fifth depart­ 
m ent, agricultural products; sixth depart­ 
ment, fruits; seventh department, fine arts; 
eight department, county exhibits: ninth 
department, 
miscellaneous. 
The 
last 
named departm ent embraces all exhibits 
not entered, and for which no premiums 
are offered in any of the departm ents pre­ 
ceding it. So it will be seen that we have 
provided for all classes of industries com­ 
mon to the State. 
The various entries in the several depart­ 
ments for 1880 may be classified as follows 
(in round numbers): 
Horses, 600; cattle, 
400; swine, 50; sheep, 50; Grain and veget­ 
ables, 150 ; horticulture, 300 ; machinery 
and mechanical arts, 700; textile fabrics, 
400, fine arts, 400. 
And we are pleased to 
state that nearly every industry in the 
State was represented. 


im m ig r a t io n . 
In assisting to increase the population of 
th e State this Society has been no small 
factor. 
We are c instantly applied to b y 
homeseekers from the Eastern States for 
information as to the productions, clim ate 
and general prospects for newcomers. 
In each instance we have replied; sent 
our reports and such other information as 
would be of use to the applicant. 
Many 
are men of means ; others are desirous of 
obtaining employment. 
It is quite apparent that the greatest 
drawback in the past to the State has been 
the want of readiness, or tardiness, of our 
citizens to encourage im m igration. 
Now that the southern part of the State 
has awakened a new era by their energetic 
movements to increase im m igration to that 
section, other portions of the State are be­ 
ginning to take action to sqegre ttie'r 
quota of the newcomers. 
An j xr¿v should 
they net? 


In place of 1,000.000 population wesbould 
have 5,000,000 at least. 
In a country that can furnish good wheat 
land at from $30 to $75 per acre, and unim ­ 
proved fruit lands from $20 to $150 per 
acre, why should we not have an increased 
population ? 
Farm hands are here paid from $20 to $30 
per m onth and living, and we would here 
say that the best tim e of year for this class 
to come to California is in the m onth of 
M ay; from then until September is the 
harvesting season, and work is m ore plen­ 
tiful than at other times of the year. 
\Ve 
have in every case informed applicants that 
there is no trouble for a man who is an x ­ 
ious to work to obtain employment. 
It is, 
however, not at all times to be found in the 
cities. 
California has a larger diversity of inter­ 
ests than any other State in the I Tnion, 
everything and anything that can be pro­ 
duced anyw here can be successfully grown 
here, and here can be found room for all 
who desire to til! the soil. 
As the pros­ 
perity of the State, and the success of those 
of our citizens that are engaged in m ercan­ 
tile pursuits in he cities, depends largely 
upon the successful culture of thcsoii, no 
danger is apprehended that the products 
of the same will fail to find ready sale at 
rem unerative prices. 
As an admonition 
to those who have lands for sale we would 
say, that inflated values will do more to 
deter imm igration than all other causes 
combined. 
Iiecently’our attention was called to this 
fault by a purchaser from the State of 
Illinois. 
H e came to this State with a 
herd of Hereford cattle, some for sale and 
with the rem ainder as a nucleus for an ex­ 
tensive breeding farm. 
H e informed an 
officer of this Society, after partial ex­ 
am ination, that he did not cafe to pur­ 
chase at present, os it was his belief that 
lands would be cheaper in the near future, 
after those that seem desirous of selling 
ascertain by experience that the values 
placed on some of the lands offered were 
out of all reason, and the uses they were 
intended for would not be profitable to the 
purchaser. 
H e was, however, shown land by other 
parties whose prices came nearer to his ex­ 
pectations, ana it is likely now he will pur­ 
chase and locate with us and breed his 
Hereford cattle. 
This circumstance is not given as a usual 
occurrence, but is merely referred to as one 
of the great dangers we m ust avoid, or it 
may wreck our tide of immigration and 
give us a nam e that would prevent others 
from coming to our beautiful State. 
The value put upon land in general 
should be in proportion to the returns it 
will give upon the investment, and not he 
fixed by precedents established in localities 
where any peculiar advantages enhance 
their valué by reason of location. 
There is land, and plenty of it, in Cali­ 
fornia that can be had at moderate figures, 
if the purchaser will take tim e to look the 
country o v er: so that we are of the opin- 
tion that the home-seeker can rest assured, 
if he does not wish to pay a prem ium on 
location, of purchasing land cheaper in 
California than in any State in the Union, 
productiveness considered. 


flo u r and g r a in . 
The crop outlook at the beginning of 1886 
was most favorable, and the yield of wheat 
promised to excel that of any previous year. 
The acreage was larger, aitd the general 
appearance of growing grain seemed to in­ 
sure a very large harvest. This condition 
of things remained the same up to within 
a couple of weeks of thrashing time, when 
the State was visited by the hot dry north­ 
ers, so much feared at that season of the 
year, and which proves so disastrous to 
standing grain just m aturing and ready for 
the harvester. 
Commencing June 10th these winds for 
three days created sad havoc in the grain- 
growing districts, and as the thrashing sea­ 
son advanced, the loss occasioned by the 
shelling out of tne grain while in the stock 
was greater than at first anticipated. 
In the northern part of the Sacramento 
valley the yield was 50 per cent, less than 
the estimates, based upon the appearance of 
the standing jirain, made during the m onth 
of May. 
In Colnsa county alone the estimated loss 
was $2,000,000. The other counties lying 
in the great valleys of the State were in­ 
jured in same proportion. 
The e losses, as 
may have been expected, liad a most de­ 
pressing effect upgn the farm ing com­ 
m unity and business generally throughout 
the State. 
On J une lit the reports from all parts of the 
State were most encouraging, andall looked 
forward to a most prosperous year. 
From reports received since harvest we 
have placed the wheat yield at 39,000,000 
bushels in round numbers, whereas it 
should have been, but for the unexpected 
disaster m entioned above, nearer 50,000,­ 
000 bushels. 
By reference to the statistical m atter 
further on will be found the statem ent ot 
receipts and exports of Hour and grain front 
San Francisco for the year, the report of 
the am ount rem aining in the State Ja n ­ 
uary 1, 1887, together with a short resume 
of the wheat and barley m arket for 1886, 
giving the highest, lowest and average 
prices during each m onth in the year. For 
this valuable information we are indebted 
to T. C. Friedlander. Secretary pro lem. of 
the San Francisco Produce Exchange. 
Its 
publication in this report makes it an easy 
m atter for future reference. 


f r u it g r o w in g a n d s h ip p in g . 
T his is a subject that has been written 
upon, probably more than have all the re­ 
m ainder of California productions. There 
is, however, no more danger of its being 
overwritten, than there is of an over-pro­ 
duction of the fruit yield. 
We are fully 
prepared to eare for the surplus, by supply­ 
ing the sixty million people of the Uuited 
States with the products of our orchards, 
either as green, canned, or dried fruit. 
An em inent fruit-grower of this State, 
who was requested to furnish a paper lor 
this volume upon “ The F ruit Industry and 
Shipping for the Present and Future.” re­ 
sponded with the annexed epitome upon 
tfie subject, which should be printed in 
letters of gold: 
“ There is still room in 
California for thousands of intelligent fruit­ 
growers, sucli as will plant the right thing 
in the right place ; take proper care of the 
trees when growing, prune properly, abstain 
from irrigation, except when absolutely 
necessary; when in bearing thin properly, 
pick at the right stage of ripeness, and pack 
nicely in clean boxes, fight all damaging 
insects and fungi with the best implements 
and insecticides to be had, and otherwise 
use all the intelligence they have to their 
business. 
I believe that eternal vigilance 
is the price of good fruit in this or any 
other country, and for this reason think 
there will always be good prices for good 
fruit. Concert of action and union of pur­ 
pose among fruit-growers, is all that is 
necessary to m ake fruit shipping profitable 
and m aintain it so.” 
SPECIAL FRUIT TRAINS. 
Before the commencement of the fruit- 
shipping season of 1S8C, the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company m’ade a proposition to the 
fruit-growers and shippers, that whenever 
fifteen carload lots of fruit should be offered 
at one time the same should be carried to 
the Eastern States as a special fruit train, 
anil should be run on fast tim e—approxi­ 
m ating passenger-train time—at the special 
rate of $300 per car. of ten tons each, 
which was one half the rate formerly 
charged for pass eager-train service. Tli'e 
rate above named referred to Chicago and 
common points, while to Missouri river 
points the rate was $280 per car of like ca­ 
pacity. 
On June 34, 1886. the first fruit train was 
loaded and shipped, being chartered by the 
fruit-shipping firms of W. It. Strong & Co. 
and Edwin T. Earl, of Sacramento, and 
consisted of fifteen cars of fruit. This was 
positively the first full train of deciduous 
truits ever shipped from California. Dur­ 
ing the sum m er of 1886 these two firms, as­ 
sisted by one or two other shippers, dis­ 
patched to the East twenty-one special 
trains, of fifteen cars each, and during the 
same time the California Fruit Union, an 
organization of fruit-growers, shipped eight 
special trains, m aking a total of 29 spe­ 
cial fruit trains during the season. 
Beside 
these special trains, a large num ber of sin­ 
gle cat load lots were shipped, both by 
passenger and freight trains, the former at 
the old rate of 36UÓ per car. and the lattw 
on the slow-freight rate of $390. 
It was expected that these special trains, 
by being run on fast tim e aud st alow rate 
of freight, would revolutionize th e entire 
fruit business of the coast; 
that they 
would, by bringing the fruit in u freih con­ 
dition aud at low cost to the bauds of East­ 
ern consumers, create a dement) that would 
fully tax our present capacity to produce, 
and solve iu a m anner er.ttrtly satisfactory, 
the question whether q< not shipm ents of 
greeu fruit East would r,e profitable. These 


expectations were not realized by th is first j 
experiment, but on tbecontrary, thespec’ial j 
fruit train system proved a failure for sev­ 
eral reasons. 
In the first place, it was found that togef 
np fifteen cars of green fruit, aggregating 
150 tons, was a large undertaking, and cjw- 
sum ed so m uch tim e in preparing, that 
some of the fruit would be in poor orde? 
before the train was ready to depart. 
Second—The trains did not m ake as fast 
time as was expected, pussenger trains re­ 
quiring only four and a half davs from 
Sacramento to Chicago, while the special 
fruit trains, being m ore cumbersome and 
heavy, consumed six days, greatly to the 
injury of the fruit. 
T hird—The railroad company found itself 
unable, by reason of the great demand, to 
furnish the requisite num ber cf suitable 
cars, and were obliged to use m any that 
were not properly ventilated, and furnished 
w ith the proper gearing and, 
Fourth—The trains being so long, fifteen 
cars each, too much fruit was placed ou 
certain markets at one time. 
These disadvantages were augmented by 
a sharp rivalry aud competition between 
the shippers and the F ruit Union, each 
striving for supremacy. 
T he result was 
disastrous to ail and worked an injury to 
the entire fruit industry. 
THE f u t u r e’drosfects 
Are. we are pleased to say, brighter, and 
for these reasons: The railroad company 
has agreed to give the same rate of freight 
($31» per car) on special fruit train of ten 
cars, and promise, if possible, to m ake bet­ 
ter time than was made during the past 
season. 
Besides this, the shippers and 
growers seem determined to avoid, if possi­ 
ble. the unnecessary cutting o f prices that 
prevailed last year, the unión referred to 
above having changed its by-laws so as to 
co-operaie Wiih the shippers, and it ie 
thought th at both can thus work in har­ 
mony, prevent gluts in the Eastern m ar­ 
kets, and 
consequently slaughtering of 
prices to the injury of all, thereby settling 
forever the question of shipm ent of green 
fruits East, to the end that fruit-growing in 
California will be more profitable and 
awaken a new era in tbe business of fruit 
raising, so that it will in the near future he 
the leading agricultural industry of this 
State. 
METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
The portion of our report that is devoted 
to the compilation of statistics upon the 
weather has assisted greatly in increasing 
the dem nd for the reports issued by this 
Society. A complete review of therainfall 
and the tem perature is published herein 
each year. 
The im portance of having 
these tables for reference in comparing the 
weather statistics w ith form er seasons is 
obvious. 
Manv of the States in the Union have a 
State W eather Service in conjunction with 
the United States Signal Service, which is 
m aintained at a small outlay. The ob­ 
servations are taken at diiTere’nt points try 
responsible parties who take enough inter­ 
est in natural science, meteorology, cli­ 
matology, etc., to attend to taking them 
without cost. They are furnished with 
franked envelopes by the Chief Signal Offi­ 
cer, so that about the only cost necessary 
are the instrum ents and labor performed 
by the Central Office, where weekly re­ 
ports are tabulated and furnished the daily 
press. 
These reports are issued iy the form of 
bulletins, giving the weather changes and 
such other information of interest to the 
agriculturists of tbe State.. 
Should this system he connected with 
the State A gricultural Society, there could 
also be issued a weekly report of the crop 
outlook for each vicinity at which the ob­ 
servation is taken. 
The people of this State take great inter­ 
est in its climatic condition, and should be 
furnished with proper data at stated pe­ 
riods, from a responsible and official sow ce. 
This could be accomplished at little ex­ 
pense to the State, and we would ask a 
careful consideration of this subject by 
your Excellency, to the end that it may 
receive such reconsideration as may be of 
benefit to tbe State in your biennial mes­ 
sage to the Legislature. 
An appropriation, say of about $3,000 
per annum , would be sufficient to purchase 
the necessary instrum ents and pay the 
salary of the officer employed to take 
charge of this State’s w eather 
service. 
This would put the State service on an ex­ 
cellent footing, and with the aid of the re­ 
ports from the railroad stations througb- 
out the State, there could be issued a 
weekly and m onthly report very much 
larger’than any other State has yet made. 
The great increase in the meteorological 
data of the State A gricultural Society re­ 
ports since 1881, which have been kindly 
furnished us annually, free of expense, by 
Sergeant Jam es A . Barwick, United States 
Signal Service Officer at Sacramento, is tax­ 
ing the Sergeant’s tim e to such an extent 
that if continued, a3 in the past, he will 
not be able to attend to it w ithout neglect 
to bis official duties, unless 
furnished 
assistance by the State. 
The reports Mr. Harwich has furnished 
the Society with since his sojourn in Sacra­ 
m ento (1831) have met w ith great favor, 
not only by the residents of this Slate, but 
non-residents as well. 
Applications for tbe report of 18S5 were 
received from England, France, Germany, 
Australia and other parts of the world, 
whiqb tends to show that the interest evinced 
by all to obtain reliable inform ation as to 
the climate of our State is of some m agni­ 
tude. 
OTIIER MATTERS. 
We have received from the Department 
of A griculture 
at W ashington, D. C., 
through the courtesy of Senator Stanford, 
the following list of seeds, which are dis­ 
tributed throughout the State : Six thou­ 
sand four hundred papers vegetable seed. 
500 papers Hower garden seed, 200 papers 
tobacco seed, 25 quarts of grass seed, 25 
papers sugar-beet seed. 
For the purpose of farther enhancing the 
value of premium stock tiie Board adopted 
a rule for our last exhibition, directing tbe 
Secretary to issue a neat certificate of award 
toall exhibitors whose anim als had received 
a premium. This feature has m et the ap­ 
proval of all breeders, and m any have ac­ 
knowledged the receipt of them in words of 
praise, as the certificate is of great value to 
ihe owner of such stock in establishing, 
without further trouble, the identity of the 
prize-winner. 
For m any years past the Board of Direc­ 
tors of this Society have endeavored to ar­ 
rive at an amicable adjustm ent of dates of 
holding the Mechanics’ Institute Exhibi­ 
tion and the Stale Fair, whereby they 
would not confiiet with each other. 
Both 
institutions are recogniz-d by exhibitors as 
im portant factors in the development ot the 
industries of the State. 
We desire to do all possible to accommo­ 
date this class of ourcitizens. W ith this end 
in view, we were instrum ental in bringing 
about a (dan of conference, which we be­ 
lieve will accomplish the desired result. 
Early in the vear we were asked by the 
Boards of Trade of San Francisco and Sac 
ram ento to appoint a committee to act in 
conjunction with a like comm ittee from the 
Mechanics Institute and Boards of Trade 
above named. 
W e readily complied, and 
the joint committee m et in San Francisco 
March 10,1886, and adopted the following 
resolution : 
Resolved, T hat it is tb e sense o f th e jo in t com­ 
m ittee assem bled for the consideration oí the 
tim e of holding th e M echanics’ and Stale Fairs,

W hile aw aiting these reports no o th er business 
was transacted, except to entertain a resolution 
by C am iuetti, th an k in g th e press reporters for 
th eir labors in reporting the proceedings. 
By the tim e the Senate finally adjourned (2:15 
p. m.) about three-fourths o f th e m em bers had 
departed.

T he House convened at 0 a . m.. and roll-call 
found but fifty-five m em bers preseut, th e others 
having departed lor th eir hom es on the early 
m orning train.

lor th e thirty-fifth fiscal year; to pay the claim 
of W illiam A pplegarth: in behali ot Charles M. 
Blake, late C haplain o f th e United States arm y; 
to pay the claim of John C. E*lgar, c h eriffo f Sun 
Mateo county; relating to th e com pensation o f 
Court reporters; m aking appropriation for tb e 
purchase of additional jute m acniuery; relating 
to the apportionm ent of scIuh 1 m oneys; relating 
to preventing the bringing into ihe State of per- 
mohs affiieted w ith insanity or leprosy, a n d to 
provide lor the dejjortation of such jjersous; re­ 
lating to elections; relating to school trustees. 
The bill providing for a State Board ot C har­ 
ities failed to receive th e requisite 41 votes, a n d 
was lost. 
The opium bill, the pharm acy bill, a n d th e 
m easure providing lor th e protection of savings 
bank depositors w ere refused a th ird reading.

A resolution highly com piim entiiry to th e

As it was necessary to have all bills enrolled 
b fore final edjoum m enc, a recess was declared, 
w hich was devoted to frolic a n d fun, iu w hich 
th e new spaper rm o rtcis and attaches joined 
w ith the m em bers.

WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


We have not yet hail time to examine 
all the Acts in detail passed by the Legis­ 
lature and approved by the Governor, but 
so far as onr reading of the measures—so 
many of which were passed in the last 
tours of the session—has progressed, we 
find there is much good and useful legisla­ 
tion to be credited to the Legislature. For 
instance, arboriculture has been conserved, 
an arbor day fixed upon, and the Forestry 
Commission given money and power to 
protect the growing timber in the State 
and to encourage tree planting. The State 
Board of Health has been given needed 
power to erect barriers against the intro­ 
duction of contagious and infectious dis­ 
eases, and has already gone to work with a 
will under the new law. 
The State University has been taken 
from its knees and put upon the pay roll 
as a rate receiver, is made independent of 
legislative lobbying, and given the charac­ 
ter and standing it deserves. The bill to 
prohibit the sending of messenger hoys to 
bawdy houses and sinks of iniquity pre­ 
vailed. 
The Veteran Home bill and the bill for 
the Home for Feeble-minded Children 
passed; attention was given to needed re­ 
pairs to State property; the organized 
militia received the consideration ot the 
Legislature and most of its petitions were 
granted. A desirable constitutional amend­ 
ment concerning the re-formatmn of the 
Supreme Court was ordered to be submit­ 
ted ; several needed amendments were 
made to the Codes. The label and stamp 
bill was killed, righteously so ; but the 
bill to prevent false stamping of goods was 
properly passed. 
The State Board of Ex­ 
aminers was given a Secretary, which will 
enable it better and more speedily to 
transact the business of the Board. The 
agricultural societies received fair appro­ 
priations and encouragement. 
A new 
Normal School was ordered to be estab­ 
lished, in response to the quite unani­ 
mous desire of the people of Northern 
California. The fish laws received an 
important addition iu the Act authorizing 
the licensing of fishing boats and the re­ 
vocation of the license for violation of the 
laws for the protection of food fish. The 
mineral cabinet was removed from the 
Capitol and placed in charge of the city 
of Sacramento, and thus the room for the 
State Library rendered available. 
An important Act is that providing the 
necessary machinery to enable persons, by 
gift, or will, or trust deed, to establish and 
provide for the maintenance of public 
libraries, museums, art galleries, etc., for 
the diffusion of mechanical, scientific and 
artistic general knowledge. 
The bill providing for the distribution 
of tiie State school-books and the further 
issuing of the series, though for a time en­ 
dangered, became a law. 
An Act concerning the organization of 
irrigation districts was passed, and puts 
upon the experimental plane a most im­ 
portant matter. 
It was not precisely what 
we hoped for, but it at least will, by experi­ 
ments made under it, enlighten the public, 
and 
thus 
advance the 
State 
nearer 
to a complete and general irrigation 
svstei.:. 
The bill to punish dynamiters be­ 
came a law, and is significan» of the senti­ 
ment of the people of OaKfortiia concern­ 
ing those who propose to inject bombs into 
our political and social system as means for 
the settlement of issues. 
Both Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisoo were given new 
liberty in the matter of local government, 
tending to the economy of the administra­ 
tion of local affairs. 
These and other 
hills will go to the credit of the Legisla­ 
ture, while the defeat of the debris dam 
bills, the Telegraph Hill infamy and some 
other bad measures arc to be also credited. 
On the other hand not a few meritorious 
measures suffered defeat, as the prison re­ 
form bill, the Commission of Charities, 
the anti-lottery bill and some others. 


THE TIME HAS COME FOB ACTION. 


M’e should not lose a single day more in 
arranging for the active, persistent effort 
that must be made to promote the “boom,” 
the first strong premonitions of which this 
Beetion of the State is beginning to feel. 
Our citizen associations and immigrant and 
trade organizations should take the lead, 
and at oncc. 
As the San Francisco Alta 
says: “ It is not in the nature of things for 
any county iu California to fail of success 
in any persistent effort to attract settlers.” 
But that persistent effort must have a be­ 
ginning. All that we have thus far done 
in Sacramento has been but preparatory. 
If we do not wish to see San Jose, Stockton 
and other places outstrip us, we mast be up 
and doing, and speedily and energetically. 
This means not “ talk ” only; not resolu­ 
tions only; not free advertising by the 
press only; not citrus and State and local 
iairs alone; nor immigrant agencies only; 


but the putting of money behind all these; 
the preparation for colonies; the reception 
and entertainment of visitors; the circula­ 
tion abroad of the literature of the truth 
about the advantages and resources of this 
section of the State, with a profusecess in 
the use of printers’ ink that will put all 
past efforts to the blush. It means the be­ 
ginning of local improvements, the beauti­ 
fying of our cities and towns; the encour­ 
agement of all and any legitimate efforts to 
bring trade to this section, and to promote 
enterprise and investment. 
It means the 
burial of local trade jealousies, the putting 
behind us of little things and the pushing 
l>efore us of great things. 
It means, if we 
are not to lose prominence and permit 
other places to l>ecome centers of trade and 
population that are ours by natural right, 
that we must profit by the example of Los 
Angeles, San Jose and Stockton ; put out 
one dollar that two may be returned; give 
one acre in ten that nine mav be worth 
twice the original value of the ten 
In short this spring, this month, this 
week, to-day, the people of Sacramento 
should set on foot a movement so liberal, 
comprehensive, determined, forceful and 
resolute to double wealth and population, 
that it will give full and satisfying assur­ 
ance of the achievement being accom­ 
plished within fiom three to five years 
from the day and hour of its inception. 


THE SPEAKER. 


The Assembly was presided over in the 
recent Legislature by a man of superior 
ability and character. Speaker Jordan 
gave to the House dignity and force, and 
commanded for it respect it would not in 
all likelihood have otherwise received. 
So much depends upon the Speaker that 
when one so eminently fitted for the place 
as Mr. Jordan proved himself to be is 
found, it becomes a duty and a pleasure at 
the close of the term to record the fact. 
We watched the course of Sj>eaker Jordan 
with especial interest, expecting from him 
much, and that tiie people have not been 
disappointed in him, is a fact tliat common 
justice demands should be publicly ac­ 
knowledged. Mr. Jordan placed and kept 
himself in the judicial attitude. He pre­ 
sided with a constant and acute sense pre­ 
dominant that the office he filled was an 
exalted tru st; that he had been invested 
with it for the good of the State, not to 
accomplish political or personal ends; that 
he was in the chair to see even-handed 
justice done, to expedite legislation, and to 
conserve the rights of representatives of 
the people, acting in the capacity that of 
all others is of most grave concern. 
Self­ 
possessed, broadly intelligent, a practical 
parliamentarian, with all his instincts and 
impulses moving him in right directions, 
believing in gentlemanly and straightfor­ 
ward methods, clean conduct and upright 
courses, the Speaker impressed his sense of 
right upon th« House, and won it respon­ 
sively to his idea of fair dealing. To the 
Speaker’s influence, his unbiased rulings, 
his patience, dignity and intellectual abil­ 
ity, the Assembly largely owes the success 
achieved in forwarding legislation, its gen­ 
eral order and method, and the courteous 
and kindly relations that were maintained 
between the members. 


G o v e r n o r I I ill, of New York, says 
“ taxation is a burden.” 
This is supposed 
to be a popular thing to say. 
In truth, 
taxation not excessive is so far from being 
a burden that it is one of the chief ele­ 
ments of cohesion in a community. It is 
a privilege, since it brings with it full 
compensation and ample reward. It is 
the valuable consideration in the contract 
out of which society is born. Says the 
Chicago Herald on this subject: “ Money 
once taken from the pocket of the man 
who earned it can never again be of as 
much service to him, to anybody else, or 
to any number of other people as it would 
have been to him if he had been permitted 
to keep it.” 
W hich is a new way of stat­ 
ing an old untruth. Money taken from a 
man to so protect and advantage him by 
its expenditure as he by his vote directs, 
thai he can make other money, and enjoy 
life in liberty and prosperity in a free 
land, is money he ought to gladly give, 
and never treat the taking as a burden. 
Go where he will in the world of men, he 
will not receive the benefits of commu­ 
nity, the strength of association, the pro­ 
tection of his fellows, without contribution 
to them, and that is, pure and simple, tax­ 
ation. 


J e f f e r s o n D a v is was invited to go to 
Washington to witness the forthcoming 
“ national drill ”, H e writes to say he 
will not attend, that he never expects to 
see Washington again. It is just as well. 
Whatever we may say about burying the 
dead past, and all that, Jeff Davis at any 
national jubilee would be out of place and 
a solemn contrast provocative of any but 
pleasurable emotions. 


S e c r e t a r y W h i t n e y very manfully 
defends the United States Government 
from the assertion of having obtained 
British naval plans surreptitiously or dis­ 
honorably. He shows that there was not 
only nothing of the kind done, but no need 
to do so.

L o n d o n , March 13th.—The state of things 
which has been .worked up on the Ponsou- 
by estate in County Cork has little short of 
the character of insurrection, and the same 
may be said of the estate of Mr. O’Calla- 
ghan, at Badyk ; of Lord Cork, at Dingle; 
of Lord Clanricarde, at Woodford, and of 
several other properties in the south and 
west of Deland. In the town of Youghal, 
where, a few days ago, the police in a 
savage charge ran a young fisherman 
through

bayonet, 
the 
excitement for 
the 
past couple 
of 
weeks 
has 
been 
unprecedented. 
Youghal is the center of the Fonsonby es­ 
tate. and the Ponsonby estate was one of 
the first in Ireland on which the tenants 
adopted the plan of campaign. The land­ 
lords of County Cork have resolved to make 
this estate their battle ground against the 
plan. Afraid to fight their tenants on their 
own properties, they are making Ponsonby 
(who is an absentee) their cat's-paw, and 
have promised to back him up with their 
subscriptions. 
They have been using the 
Bankruptcy Court for the purpose of striv­ 
ing 
to 
get 
at 
the 
funded 
rents, 
and the Bankruptcy Court, whose residing 
Judge. Boyd, is a landlord partisan, has 
been lending itself to their purpose in a 
manner shameless even for an Irish Court. 
It has transformed itself into a star-cham­ 
ber, and has taken to summoning witnesses 
from whom, by bullying and casting into 
jail (if their answers are not satisfactory), 
it endeavors to extort confessions as to who 
are the tenants’ trustees under the plan, 
and bow rents have been funded. 
The trouble on the Ponsonby estate has 
been caused by the attempted arrests of 
several tenants by messengers of the Bank­ 
ruptcy Court, and the excitement culmi­ 
nated when it was known that writs were 
out for the arrest of the parish priest of 
Youghal, Father Keller, and the neighbor­ 
ing parish priest, Father Murphy. Father 
Keller'3 Bishop, a prelate of moderate poli­ 
tics, immediately wrote to him approving 
of his attitude, and denouncing the out­ 
rage of attempting to make the priest a 
spy upon his flock, and reminding him 
that obedience to the dictates of justice is a 
higher duty than obedience to an unjust 
law.

his arrest has not yet been effected. The 
police who bayoneted several people and 
killed the young fisherman, Hanlon, were 
stoned and driven into their barracks.

enfranchisement a further eighteen months. 
The- Brazilian public has expressed great 
indignation at this ill-advised action; and, 
by way of protest, the recent progress of 
the Emperor throughout the Province of 
San Panla was made the occasion of liber­ 
ating many slaves at the cost of the focal 
municipalities. WlJen a prominent aboli­ 
tionist, Senator Boniface, of SaDtos, died 
recently, his native town honored his mem­ 
ory by enfranchising the whole of • the 
slaves within its jurisdiction. Herein San­ 
tos was but following the example of the 
Province of Ceara and the Amazons, in 
both of which the last slave was freed some 
years ago. It is, perhaps, wise to add that 
the slave-owners are being quite fairly 
treated in the way of compensation.—St.

Philip Braham, of Bath, England, has 
explained that the thickness ol soap films, 
when the colors appear, is between the 
36,000th and the 62,000.h of an inch. 
A balloon is to be built in Berlin with a 
basket affording room for forty persons. 
A cable 1,300 feet long will be attached, 
worked by a 100-horse-power steam engine. 
A new form of railway seat spring has 
been devised in England, and is highly- 
spoken of. It is carried on a coiled spring 
of peculiar form, and is free to move in all 
directions. 
Mr. Fletcher, in the Scientific American, 
says there is an Impenetrable cold zone 
surrounding a vessel containing water, ab­ 
solutely impassable to a powerful blow­ 
pipe flame. 
An electrical metronome has been estab­ 
lished at the Paris Opera House, which en­ 
ables the chef d'orchestre to conduct cho­ 
ruses at any distance from bis chair. The 
working is very satisfactory, and the effect 
really admirable. 
Becent attempts of German photograph­ 
ers to photograph a projectile in the course 
of its flight, have been successful in show­ 
ing the head of condensed air which pre­ 
cedes every shot. It is this head which is 
supposed to prevent even skillful riflemen 
from hitting an empty egg-shell when hang 
on a long thread. The air blows the shell 
out of the way of the bullet. 
Charles Aros, who was brought to Mer­ 
ced as a witness in the Follier arson case, 
from San Quentin, a few weeks ago, broke 
jail Tuesday by breaking through the 
ceiling and crawling out of the heater 
leading from the jail to the District Attor­ 
ney's office. His escape was not discov­ 
ered until about noon Wednesday, and 
officers are now in search of him. 
The smallest oscillating engine in the 
world has been made by John R. Hare, of 
Baltimore. It is about half as big as a c 1- 
lar-button, and is hidden completely be­ 
neath a child's thimble. Its bore is one- 
sixteenth of an inch, and the stroke one- 
eighth. The wheel, shaft and crank weigh 
eight grains, the cylinder five and the 
standard and pillar twelve grains, making 
the whole weight one pennyweight, one 
grain. Run by compressed air it makes 
three thousand revolutions a minute. Mr. 
Hare has also made an engine which is 
covered with an English walnut shell.

W o rth y o f C o n d e m n a tio n . 
Mr. and Mrs. Benton came here to 
present the spectacle “ Cinderella,” and 
secured without reward—other than the 
teaching of songs and dances—the services 
of between one and two hundred children 
of the city to support ten or fifteen leaders 
brought from abroad. The children faith­ 
fully and laboriously served for nine 
nights and a matinee. It was distinctly 
understood that there were to be no Sunday 
night performances. Yet last night “ Cin­ 
derella” was played at the Opera House. 
Fully two-thirds of the Sacramento children 
in the piece were not permitted by their 
parents to appear, to their credit be it said; 
yet they cannot wholly escape the odium 
attaching. It is bad enough when profes­ 
sional troupes give Sunday-night perform­ 
ances—even then actors and actresses, with 
scarce an exception, protest. They need 
the rest day. they are entitled to’it, but 
managerial rapacity drives them, through 
their necessities, to filling Sunday-night 
dates. When, however, it is sought to take 
a couple of hundred children out of the 
homes of the city for a Sunday night 
theatrical performance, no excuse what­ 
ever can be given that the people will deem 
sufficient. It is not'a auestion’of religion 
or Sunday-observañce sentiment, but a 
question of the common proprieties 
and of decency, and regard for the 
feelings of a ' large class of the 
community. 
We are authorized by a 
very large number of thechildren and their 
parents to express their protest against the 
action of those in charge of the entertain­ 
ment, and their mortification at being re­ 
lated to the affair that had such an ending. 
We cannot but think that the lessee of the 
Opera House would have made his man­ 
agement more popular and have deserved 
better of the people had he flatly refused to 
rent the Opera House for a Sunday night 
performance of “ Cinderella,” to which so 
many children of the city have been re­ 
lated. 
T he A ltas a t Stockton. 
The Altas went over to Stockton yester­ 
day to play a return game with the base­ 
ball club of that place. A telegraphic 
message received from there last evening 
stated that they were given a poor recep­ 
tion by the Stocktonians. The only runs 
were made in the first inning, when the 
Stocktons scored 4 and the Altas 3.

It having been announced that Richard 
T. Booth, the renowned temperance advo­ 
cate, would open the first of a proposed 
series of nis Gospel Temperance Missions 
in the Metropolitan Theater last evening, 
an immense audience was attracted thither. 
People began to assemble at 7 o’clock, and 
long before 8 the house was completely 
packed in the parquet, dress circle and gal­ 
lery, and many hundreds turned away 
from the main entrance with the informa­ 
tion, “ No more room inside,” aud with 
the admonition, “ Come earlier to-morrow 
night.” The boxes were all filled, chairs 
were placed in the aisles, and a chorus of 
three hundred voices occupied the stage. 
This, no doubt, was the largest audience 
that has assembled in the new theater, and 
certainly was one as respectable and repre­ 
sentative in character. 
Rev. J. E. Wheeler, D. D., presided. 
Rev. W. C. Merrill read the 46th psalm— 
Zion’s confidence in God. A fervent prayer 
was offered by Rev. A’. C. Herrick. The 
choir of three hundred trained voices and 
orchestral accompaniment of twelve instru­ 
ments rendered excellent music, under the 
direction of Professor J. W. Clough; Miss 
Wright, pianist. 
The meeting was called to order by the 
President, Rev. J. E. Wheeler, who stated 
that Mr. Booth had come to Sacramento in 
response to the earnest and cordial invita­ 
tion of the Pastoral Union of this city. 
He said that Sacramento was greatly in 
need of a temperance revival. He spoke 
in high commendation of Mr. Booth in 
this his special field of labor, and of the 
great good that he had accomplished in the 
United States, England and Australia, hav­ 
ing reclaimed many thousands from drunk­ 
enness. 
Rev. E. R. Dille followed with a few com­ 
plimentary remarks and encouraging words 
for the proposed work. He said when in 
the National Republican Convention Ros- 
coe Conkling placed in nomination General 
Grant, he said: “ His name is U. S. 
Grant, and if you want to know where he 
hails from, becomes from Appomattox.” 
[ApDlause.j Our lecturer’s name is Rich­ 
ard T. Booth, aud he hails from many a 
battle-ground that has been the Appomat­ 
tox and the Waterloo of the liquor 
traffic. He bears many trophies of 
victory and has secured a million signa­ 
tures to the pledge. He comes with a 
grand record, and we welcome him to our 
city in the name of the parents of Sacra­ 
mento. 
• 
Mr. Booth was then introduced to the 
audience. He is 42 years of age, a native 
of New York, an earnest, forcible and elo­ 
quent speaker. He has espoused the cause 
of total abstinence, taken up the banner of 
Gospel Temperance Union—has borne it 
through three continents and around the 
world. Some seven years ago he went to 
England, where his efforts were crowned 
with success. He also labored in Australia 
and New Zealand, and after a short visit to 
his parents in New York will return to his 
home in New South Wales. 
t h e l e c t u r e. 
In his opening remarks the speaker said 
that his heart was touched liy the kind 
words spoken regarding himself by those 
who had preceded him. For seven long 
years he had been in foreign lands, and 
many times he had felt ana was made to 
feel that he was among strangers and a 
long way from home. 
He| did not 
feel that way on this occasion, for 
he experienced that joy of being once 
more in his native country, which no 
one, except those who had spent years in 
foreign parts, could appreciate. The wel­ 
come which he had received at Sacramento 
he appreciated very highly. He believed it 
came from the heart and was expressive of 
the best sentiment in this city. He com­ 
plimented the choir, and said with its ex­ 
cellent aid and the prayers of the Christian 
people great good would result from these 
meetings. You will see as grand results 
from this movement in Sacramento as has 
been accomplished in any other portion of 
the globe. He said: “ I never have and I 
never shall apologize for speaking upon the 
subject of temperance, for if there is any 
man in the world that is entitled to do so it 
is myself. Neither do I apologize for begin­ 
ning a work of this character upon Sunday 
evening. All around the world intemper­ 
ance is an ubiquitous curse. There is no 
human but what feels its contaminating in- 
Hueuce, and no man but what 
SOME TIME AND SOME WHERE 
Is hurt by it.” The work he was engaged 
in lifts man from the lowest degradation, 
elevates him, tends to improve the morality 
of our people, and every man who loves 
his home, his country and his God should 
give if bis moral support. He represented 
no church nor particular sect ot Christian­ 
ity, his only object was the uplifting of 
fallen humanity. The cause in which he 
was doing battle was born in prayer, ma­ 
tured in prayer, and will be upheld by 
prayer until the last tears ot the widow and 
orphan are wiped away. That which de­ 
prives men of their manhood and destroys 
the divinity of woman is a sin. He be­ 
lieved in local option, he believed in pro­ 
hibition, but he was satisfied that no legis­ 
lative enactment could produce a holier 
life or a sanctified humanity. When we 
first approach the fallen, or those on the 
downward grade, they say “ I can't give it 
up.” They look around them and are con­ 
strained to say, “ 1 ought to give it 
up,” and after serious reflection they decide 
the issue and say “ I will give it up." We 
must be imbued with the love of God, and 
out of that love comes the desire to 
AMELIORATE THE SUFFERINGS OF THE POOR, 
And what object is so poor and pitiful as 
that of a drunkard, robbed of his man­ 
hood, bereft of all houor, destitute of ail 
shame, a heart that knows no love, an out­ 
cast. a wanderer. For him the flowers 
ield no perfume, the trees no shade, the 
irds no song. We have come to Sacra­ 
mento to help all such, and with their help 
we will save them. The speaker gave sev­ 
eral illustrations of drunkenness, some of 
which were very touching, showing how 
one can fall from “man’s high estate,” and 
become a disgrace to their relations, and a 
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pledge or die trying. For thirty years I did 
not know w hat happiness was. I will not 
take it.” W hen the old m an was near 
death's door and those present thought he 
was insensible to his surroundings, the 
doctor said, “ Give him a little w hisky and 
let him die easy.” T he old m an waved his 
hand, shook his head and quietly passed 
away. Opposite his nam e on God’s tab ltt 
is w ritten the word “ M anhood.” 
This work, the speaker said, had its 
origin in prayer in December, 1863. Some 
nobie-liearted, hum ane, Christian women 
m et, and one was asked to pray. She had 
never opened her lips in public prayer, but 
her appeal brought down the words, " Fear 
not, for I am w ith thee.” Those wom en 
w ent out, sang and prayed. 
T heir labors 
were crow ned w ith glory. T his was but a 
ripple, that roiled over our country, and 
finally encircled the globe like a tidal wave. 
T he speaker had witnessed entire com pa­ 
nies of soldiers sign the pledge. H e saw at 
one tim e 400 m en from a factory, headed 
by their forem en, pnt down their nam es 
and don the blue ribbon. H e had seen the 
sam e thing done by

From the Chsef Engineer dow n to the little 
torch boy. In a short tim e it closed in our 
own country over <100 breweries. 
T he speaker gave a brief outline of the 
great w ork he had accom plished during his 
four vears in England, h arin g secured in 
that brief length of tim e over 1,000.000 
signers. T he fashionable and the leaders 
of fashions signed it. The nobility, as well 
as the outcast of society, donned the blue 
ribbon. H e said don’t you th in k for a 
m om ent that you are going to be out of 
fashion by “ w earingof theblue.” T begreat 
Spurgeon wears it w herever he goes, not 
for his own sake, but for the good it 
w ill do. 
In A ustralia 125,OCX) people 
wear the blue ribbon. T here is not a hom e 
in this city that will not be reached by 
these m eetings, and its occupants will have 
reason to be rejoiced for the good that will 
t>e done. H e knew that in Sacram ento he 
had laid siege to the liquor traffic in its 
stronghold. 
H e knew that it was in­ 
trenched w ith w ealth ; he knew they were 
protected by laws encouraging the m anu­ 
facture of w in e: he knew that fashion 
condem ned it. H e also knew that where 
hum anity is m oved by the words of the 
Gospel the very stum bling-blocks become 
stepping stones to victory. H e expected to 
find the sam e sentim ent obtaining here 
that prevailed elsewhere.

Just outside 
he was met by the saloon-keeper, who 
taunted him for wearing the blue ribbon, 
saving, “ You will be drunk as a lord again 
to-morrow.” With a look of determ iuatiou 
the old man replied, “ I w ili keep that 
pledge or will die trying.” The neighbors 
talked and laughed about the m atter. 
Some gave him one day, others tw o; the 
outside limit was three days. The days 
cam e and went, Saturday night he was 
not “ run in.” He brushed nimself up

MYSTERIOUS HOMICIDE 
Found Dead Near Florin, W ith Two Bul­ 
let W ounds in IIis Breast. 
About five o'clock last evening Coroner 
Clark received a dispatch announcing that 
a man had been found dead one and one- 
half miles south of Florin.and that it was 
presumed to be a case of murder. He im­ 
mediately ordered his team and started for 
the locality, returning about 10:30 p . m . with 
the remains of the deceased, a man about 
25 years of age, his appearance indicating 
that he was a ranch hand. He was found 
lying dead by the fence alongside the rail­ 
road track, but those who discovered his 
body express the belief, from the blood and 
other indications, that he received bis 
wounds on the track and was then dragged 
to the fence, though it is quite prob­ 
able that he crawled there with his 
last strength. The wounds are pistol shots 
in the center of the che3t, one about three 
inches below the other. As it is reported 
that he was seen lying by the fence Satur­ 
day evening, but "supposed to be merely 
sleeping, it is surmised that he was shot on 
Saturday afternoon. Yesterday morning 
parties who saw and went to look 
at him found that he was dead, ¡ 
but instead of sending word to the 
Coroner by a messenger, they waited 
until the telegraph office was open, late in | 
the afternoon, and sent a dispatch by way 
of Elk Grove. 
There was no weapon 
found near the deceased, nor about his per­ 
son, except a large pocket-knife, which was 
in bis pocket, closed. The hip pocket of his 
pants was turned inside out. The other 
I>ockets did not contain any money or arti­ 
cles of value, but there was a small 
pass book, used for keeping memoranda • 
a sealed letter, probably one of introduc­ 
tion, addressed to Louis Reppler, 141 Chest­ 
nut street, San Francisco, and a few other 
things, including a document proving to be 
the “ first papers ” of John Kasson, a na­ 
tive of Sweden, taken out in the District 
Court at Grand Island, Hall county, Ne­ 
braska, on the 25th of last month. It is 
presumed that Kasson is the name of the 
deceased. The letter and this document, 
taken together, would indicate that he was 
just from the East, and was making his 
way to San Francisco. It is said that he 
was seen at Elk Grove last Friday, and, his 
body being found this side of that place, it 
may be that he remained in the section a 
day or two looking for work. No one was 
seen in his company while there. His ap­ 
pearance does not indicate that he would 
have had much money about him to be 
murdered for, but he may have quarreled 
with a chance companion, or been 
killed by some one who desired to give the 
body the appearance of suicide for the pur­ 
pose robbery. Coroner Clark will holu an 
inquest about 10 o’clock this morning, aud 
ill be assisted by District Attorney Bru­ 
ner, who. on hearing of the circumstances, 
went to Florin to investigate them.

N ew Y o rk, March 13th.—The rem ains 
of the late Rev. H enry W ard Beecher were 
taken from Plym outh 
Church at 8:30 
o'clock yesterday m orning and conveyed to 
Greenwood Cemetery, where they were de­ 
posited in a large receiving vault, where 
they will rem ain until the family select a 
lot for final interm ent. 
All night long the 
church was gnarded by Plym outh Com­ 
pany G, and at 7 o’clock in the m orning the 
rem ains were turned over to the Plym outh 
Church committee who had charge of the 
burial. 
Only the family and close per­ 
sonal friends of. the deceased went out to 
the cemetery. ’ The funeral cortege pro­ 
ceeded from the church to Greenwood 
Cemeterv by tbe shortest route. 
At the church a chorus of sixiy voices 
sang the burial chant, 
“ Lord, Let Me 
Know Mine End.” 
A lesson was read by 
Dr. Hall and a prayer delivered by Rev. 
S. B. Ilalliday. 
A tter tbe first lesson Dr. 
Hall commenced his oration. 
During its 
delivery there was not a dry eye in the 
house, and several tim es he was compelled 
to s.op for a tim e to gain control of his 
voice. Dr. H all then pronounced the ben­ 
ediction and the vast audience slowly 
tiled out of the church. 
It was a notable 
gathering, and one long to be remembered 
by those who were present. 
After the con­ 
clusion of the services at 
Plym outh 
Church the public was adm itted to view 
the body. 
SCRN-t IX SEECHEBA CHUBCH TO DAY. 
The church on Cranberry street, Brook­ 
lyn, made famous by the late H enry Ward 
Beecher, never presented a more joyous 
and gay appearance than it did to-day. It 
was decorated more as for a May day fes­ 
tival, instead of the occasion of Plym outh's 
Inst pastor's funeral eulogy. T he rays of 
the spring m orning’s sun shone in through 
the east windows of the church and re­ 
flected w ith exquisite effect the beautiful 
shades of color of interm ingled flowers and 
ferns. Not a sign of crape could be seen 
anywhere. Tbe edifice was crowded to its 
fullest capacity. 
Rev. S. B. Halliday, Mr. 
Beecher’s assistant, who is at present in 
charge of the church, assisted Rev. Dr. 
Lyman Abbott in conducting the services. 
Abbott spoke for over an hour, and the at­ 
tention of the audience was only broken by 
'h e occasional sobbing of some of the 
church m em bers. 
MBS. NEEBEM V CNKSAL. 


No H ostile D em o n stratio n by tlie C hicago 
A n arch ists. 
Chicago, March 13th.—Extrem e quiet 
m arked the burial of Mrs. Neebe to-day. 
Puily 40,000 people shivered for three 
hours in the bleak wind while waiting for 
the obsequies of the noted A narchist’s 
wife to commence, arid were only rewarded 
bv the sight of a procession that, except in 
size, differed only in a few m inor details 
from any ordinary funeral. 
Last evening 
¡he Master of Ceremonies estimated that 
21,000 sympathizers would be in line. 
W hether the absence of the Anarchist 
widower dampened their enthusiasm , or 
the fate that the police were taking ex­ 
traordinary precautions to quell disorder, 
the demonstration fell far short of its pro­ 
moters’ predictions. 
Including tbe per­ 
sons in tiie 177 carriages and buggies there 
were probably 5,000 souls in the cortege. 
THE FUNERAL CEKEMONIKS 
Were held in Miller’s Hall, which less than 
twelve hours before had been tbe scene of 
a masquerade ball. Every vestige of the 
carnival trappings had, however, been care­ 
fully removed. 
Here and there were pla­ 
carded printed appeals for contributions to 
the Anarchist defense fund. The stage and 
gallery railing were tastefully draped in 
black and white, and ranged before the 
footlights and around the coffin1 were floral 
emblems and potted plants in profusion. 
Nothing symbolical of religion was vis­ 
ible, nor in 
the simple services were 
there even the most distant allusions to a 
future life. A well-rendered chorus or two, 
followed bv brief orations from George 
Schilling and Paul Groppkare, and the 
corpse was ready for tbe hearse. Neither 
Captain Black nor Mrs. Parsons were pres­ 
ent. Dr. Schmidt, the Socialistic orator, 
who had been instrum enta! in raising a 
large part of the Anarchist expense fund, 
sent a letter as a substitute for the address 
which he was expected to deliver. The 
crowd carried a num ber of red flags, but 
they were carefully furled and covered with 
black drapery. There was but one band in 
attendance.
